USSR sets 
off nuclear 
explosion 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Soviet Un­ 
ion set off a big underground nuclear ex­ 
plosion today, estimated by U.S. moni­ 
tors at about one megaton. Swedish ses- 
mologists had estimated the blast’s force 
at five or more. 
The Atomic Energy Com mission said it 
picked up signals from the Soviet test 
range at Novaya Zemlya, an island in 
the Arctic Ocean, indicating a blast of 
intermediate yield, or the equivalent of 
200,000 to one millions tons of TNT (one 
megaton). 
The United States recently conducted 
an underground nuclear test of about one 
megaton in the Aleutian Islands off Alas­ 
ka. An AEC spokesman said today’s Rus­ 
sian test was believed to be smaller than 
that. 
Prof. Arne Bjerkhammar of the Stock­ 
holm University of Technology had said 
the explosion produced earth tremors of 
6.3 on the Richter scale, indicating a 
force of at least five megatons which 
would be the largest ever conducted un­ 
derground. 
The AEC, however, said it had detec­ 
ted Soviet tests which were at least the 
equivalent of today’s and possibly larg­ 
er. 
Bjerhammar speculated that today’s 
test might have something to do with 
the Russian space ships circling the 
globe. 
“ It might be that the Russians want 
their cosmonauts to try to detect the 
test and measure for example the infra­ 
red rays from the explosion,” Bjerham­ 
mar said. 
He said his scientists evaluated their 
recording based on figures received from 
U.S. underground tests. 
“ There are difficulties in making 
these comparisons but our evaluation is 
that todays test could range from 5 and 
to 10 megaton. A conservative estimate 
is 5” Bjerhammar said. 
Uppsala recorded similar tests in the 
same area Oct. 27, 1966, Oct. 21, 1967, 
Nov. 7, 1968. 
Around 10 smaller Russian tests in 
the Semipalatinsk testing ground and west 
of the Caspian Sea have also been re­ 
corded by Baath.

Lompoc Planning Commission, last 
night, approved a use permit for operar 
tion of an automotive transmission shop 
at 137 N. I St., on condition that the pro­ 
perty owner install a five-foot - wide 
sidewalk and do all the work indoors.

Street to take a four foot-wide strip 
from the lot at 414 S. J St. and add 
it to 418 S. J St. Clinton Sherrod, city 
planning director explained that Mrs. 
Cecil Thompson, owner of the property 
at 418 wanted to construct a driveway 
and apparently needed the strip of land. 
Dr. James F. Halloway owns the other 
property. 
The commission ruled that a small 
animal clinic is a compatible use in 
the city’s convenience center zone with a 
use permit— a determination which had 
been requested by Drs.

Soviet spaceships dock in orbit around earth 


Moscow (UPI) — The two Soviet space­ 
ships Soyuz 7 and Soyuz 8 today docked 
in orbit and are continuing their joint 
flight, informed space sources reported. 
A third space ship Soyuz 6 was flying near­ 
by. 
Informed sources had predicted ear­ 
lier the two spacecraft would carry 
out docking maneuvers and that the third 
would perform experiments in space 
welding in hopes of eventual construc­ 
tion of a flying space station. 
The sources said Soyuz 6 was believed 
to have served as an orbital “ workshop” 
during the linkup maneuver. 
Tass news reports told only of the 


three crews’ practice in manual handl­ 
ing of the ships and various tests. One 
report said they were making joint ex­ 
periments in photography, map making 
and medicobiologlcal research. 
Three spacecraft, Soyuz 6, 7 and 8, 
were launched during the weekend in what 
the Soviet’s “ chief disigner” said was to 
improve further spacecraft systems and 
methods of controlling them and com­ 
mand and measurement complexes. 
The Russians do not make public the 
name of the chief designer at their Baiko­ 
nur Cosmodrome in Central Asia but al­ 
ways refer to him by his title. A Tass 
report from Baikonur quoted himassay- 


ing, “ It is a much more complex thing 
to pilot three ships than one or two 
and this required preliminary organiza­ 
tional work and training ” The chief de­ 
signer said the second task of the group 
flight is to find out new potentialities 
of the ships of the Soyuz series and to 
test human potentialities in piloting them. 
The Tass report on the Soyuz’ activit­ 
ies today made no mention of plans to 
linkup but said Lt. Col. Vladimir Shat- 
alov, the commander of the three-ship 
formation,” 
performed a number of 
maneuvers with the use of manual con­ 
trol.” 
Before the flights are ended Soyuz 7 


and 8 are expected to link up in space 
while Soyuz 6 is expected to carry out 
welding experiments. 
Engineer Alexander Tumanov, in an 
article in the magazine Rural Life, 
described "cold welding” processes in 
which certain metals, when placed In a 
weightless vacuum, form solid bonds 
without heat. He cited the example of 
the U.S. Gemini 4 on which a hatch 
jammed because of “ cold welding” .

through brief physical exams this morn­ 
ing and then conducted a session of warm­ 
up exercises. 
“ Shatalov reported that after the night 


rest, the cosmonauts are felling fine ”

45 orbits, the two-man Soyuz 7 had done 
29 and the two-man Soyuz 8 had finish­ 
ed 13 following its launching Monday.

Peaceful protest predicted 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) -California law 
enforcement agencies today predicted 
peace in the cities as thousands of 
demonstrators geared for Wednesday’s 
anti-Vietnam war moratorium. 
“ It looks peaceful,” said Herbert F. 
Ellingwood, Gov. Ronald Reagan's legal 
affairs secretary. “ There’s no reason to 
believe there will be any violence of any 
kind.” 
Demonstrators have planned marches 
and speeches at the capitol and in other 
major cities Wednesday in opposition 
to the war. 
An around-the-clock two-day vigil be­ 
gan in front of Reagan’s home at mid­ 
night Monday night, but at 2 a.m. Tues­ 
day was moved to the front steps of the 
Capitol Building to avoid the congrega­ 


tion of crowds in the residential area. 
It began with the four student body pres­ 
idents of Sacramento area colleges hold­ 
ing American, California andpeaceflags 
and reading a list of the California war 
dead. Other students took their place 
later and about 10 persons stayed all 
night. 
The student presidents included Steve 
Whitmore of Sacramento State College, 
Dave Hubin of the University of Cali­ 
fornia at Davis, Alan Peterson of Sacra­ 
mento City College and Paul Logan of 
American River College. 
A statement by the group said they 
began in front of the governor’s home 
because “ Reagan represents some mem­ 
bers of an older generation that has ob­ 
tained wealth and comfort, and are able 


to sleep soundly while young people 
work to end killing.” 
In a response to criticism by Reagan 
of the moratorium, Sacramento coordin­ 
ator Don Juhl said, “ The American 
soldiers who are dying in Vietnam are 
our peers, our brothers. We want the 
dying and the killing to stop now.” 


“ I don’t care how sincere they are in 
their motives, they are lending aid to the 
enemy and that enemy is killing young 
Americans,” Reagan said. “ Theyshould 
be ashamed of themselves.” 


I he governor called the moratorium 
“ ill advised,” and said the enemy knows 
“ the only way he can win is here in 
the streets of American and not in Viet, 
nam.” 
Bishops attack supreme power of Pope 


VATICAN CITY (UPD - A Vatican 
document stressing the supreme power 
of the Pope over that of Roman Catholic 
bishops came under heavy attack today 
in the worldwide Synod of Bishops. 
One cardinal warned that unless Pope 
Paul VI agrees to consult bishops in 
future “ on serious issues” before the 
church, he will be faced with the same 
uproar that greeted his 1968 encyclical 
against artificial birth control. 
The statement was made by Indone­ 
sian Cardinal Justinus Darmojuwono, a 
leader of liberal forces in the church. 
“ The supreme Pont iff certainly should 
ask logically for the counsel of his breth- 


ern in the episcopate,” he said. “ If 
not, then I fear he will experience the 
same thing as followed Humanae Vitae 
(the birth control encyclical).” 


“ Many bishops do not adhere to this 
doctrine although they do not manifest 
it publicly,” Darmojuwono said. 


Pope Paul sat in the synod hall lis­ 
tening to a series of attacks on the Vat­ 
ican concept of papal power that was 
contained in the agenda for the synod, 
called by him to define how he should 
share authority with bishops. 
Belgian C ardiñal Leo J. Suenen«^ gen- 


erally 
considered the 
chief spokes­ 
man for Catholic liberals, led the at­ 
tack. 
He said many persons in the church 
would like for the 
papacy to resemble 
the absolute monarchies that existed be­ 
fore the French Revolution. 


Referring to the Pope as the suc­ 
cessor to the Apostle Peter, he said 
Bishops are not only under Peter, but 
exercise power with Peter. 


The Vatican agenda, he said, insists 
too much on the primacy of the Roman 
Pontiff to the extent that it sees bishops 
only as his assistants.

Millions of Americans on campuses 
and in cities across the nation will 
take part in Wednesday’s moratorium 
on the Vietnam War, despite—or because 
of— President Nixon’s reiteration that 
he will not be moved by it. 
“ There is nothing new we can learn 
from the demonstrations,” Nixon said 
Monday in a letter to a college student. 
He said the government's policies reflect 
“ our own best judgment” and how to 
achieve peace. 
Burgeoning plans for the nationwide 
moratorium indicated that many want 
to show the President their convictions 
matched his. Meanwhile, the clash of 
words grew louder as moratorium day 
neared, especially in Congress. 
“ Who's side are you on?” Senate 
Republican Leader Hugh Scott asked 
supporters of the moratorium Monday— 
from the floor of the Senate. 


In the House, Rep. Wayne L. Hays, 
D-Ohio, 
attacked congressman 
sup­ 
porting 
the 
moratorium 
as 
“ self- 
appointed emissaries of Hanoi.” He 
said he might cancel his trip to Brussels 
as head of th House delegation to a 
NATO conference to break up an all- 
night House session on the Vietnam 
War. 
Whitney M. Young, Jr., head of the 
National Urban 
League, 
and 
former 
Vietnam 
peace 
negotiator 
Averell 
Harriman, indicated they supported the 
moratorium. 
Gov. Ronald Reagan of California said 
he didn’t and said those who participat­ 
ed “ shall be ashamed of themselves” 
for “ lending aid to the enemy.” 
But it appeared that parades by day 
and night, 
prayer sessions, campus 
rallys with students and professors, and 
readings of the names of Americans 
killed in Vietnam would take place ac­ 
ross the nation. 
Some demonstrations already had be­ 
gun. In Ames, Iowa, about 100 clergy­ 
men, Iowa State University faculty mem­ 
bers and students were reading the 
names of the 38,887 Americans killed 
in Vietnam through Oct. 4 to “ suggest 
the price America is paying for waging 
a senseless war.” 


LhicagoScene of recent violence by 
a militant faction of the Students for 
a Democratic Society, Chicago leaders 
of the moratoirum say they will have 
peaceful 
demonstrations. “ It’s 
going 
even better than we expected,” the Chic­ 
ago director of the moratorium said 
Tuesday. Eight persons on trial for con­ 
spiring to incite violence during the 
1968 Democratic National Convention 
have asked the judge to excuse them Wed­ 
nesday so they can participate. 
Washington, D.C.-Senators, congress­ 
men and many of the capital’s 300,000 
federal employes will take leave or ex­ 
tended lunch hours to participate or 
listen to speeches. Thousands more will 
wear “ Work for Peace” buttons to their 
desks. 
New York City—Mayor John V. Lind­ 
sey, running head for re-election, declar­ 
ed Wednesday a day of observation in 
the nation’s largest city, expected to 
have large demonstrations. 
San Francisco— Reagan's wife, Nancy, 
was 
to visit wounded servicemen at 
Letterman General Hospital to express 
appreciation for their contribution.

Nixon still 
behind 
judge 


WASHINGTON (UPI)— President Nix­ 
on is “ firmly and unequlvocably deter­ 
mined” to go forward with his nomina­ 
tion of Judge Clement F. Haynsworth Jr. 
to the Supreme Court, Republican con­ 
gressional leaders said today. 
The President’s latest reaffirmation 
of faith in the choice of the 56-year 
old South Carolinian was reported by 
the leaders after their weekly break­ 
fast conference with Nixon at the White 
House. 
Senate GOP 
Leader Hugh Scott of 
Pennsylvania predicted that Haynsworth 
will be confirmed by the Senate. But 
although he has indicated he will vote 
for confirmation, Scott declined today 
to say flatly that he will do so. 
The Justice Department has denied 
a charge by Sen. 
Birth E. Bayh, D- 
Ind., that it was withholding records 
Bayh sought in his study of Haynsworth 
stock holdings. 
Bayh made the allegations Monday, 
saying, “ I still do not have to buy 
and sell records. They are apparently 
sequested down in the Department of Jus­ 
tice.” He threatened to use the sub- 
peona powers of the Judiciary Committee 
to obtain the records. 
The Justice Department, in a state­ 
ment authorized by Attorney General 
John N. Mitchell, said it had complied 
fully with all requests made by the com­ 
mittee for records in its possession 
relating to the Haynsworth case. 
Bayh has been one of the leaders of 
forces opposing the nomination of the 
South Carolina jurist. He has been study­ 
ing Haynsworth’s financial records to 
check them against the judge’s decisions 
in lower court cases.

Carlin said he would recommend at a 
meeting today that the school board not 
borrow $600,000 from a bank as origin­ 
ally planned to meet payroll expenses.

P.L. 874 monies for the 1969-70 fiscal 
year It has been touch and go whether 
the law would be funded 100 per cent or 
suffer the deletion of sums previously 
received for military or defense connec­ 
ted students who live off-base.

The interest rate on conventional home loans set a new 
high in September, reaching a nationwide average of 7.99 
per cent for new houses and 8.04 per cent for used homes, 
reports the Federal Home Loan Bank Board 
It was the 
ninth straight month the rates increased. 
At the same time, new housing starts continued to de­ 
cline, nationally. If the trend continues, 1969 will register 
the lowest level of one-family home construction since 
World War II. 
High interest rates are only part of the trouble that has 
been afflicting the housing industry since the early 1960s, 
long before the present tight money situation. But as thè 
rates rise, they are m ore and m ore frequently colliding 
with state usury laws. 
The combination of rising interest rates and state usury 
laws introduces a hit-and-run pattern to the national hous­ 
ing m arket,” says Hugh C. Ross, vice president of Advance 
Mortgage Corf) of Detroit. 
First one group of states is hit and then, as rates rise 
further, another group of states. A state raises its ceiling 


to start m ortgage money flowing again and then, in a few 
months, perhaps by the tim e the new ceiling takes effect, 
interest rates have risen so much that it’s as bad off as 
before.” 
In six states that had a 7 per cent ceiling as of July, 
house perm its tell by 12 per cent in both the first and sec­ 
ond quarters. There was no decline in the states where 
buyers were free to pay whatever interest rate the m arket 
required. 
Ironically, the money fam ine hurts most those whom the 
usury laws were designed to protect by driving out of the 
m arket the sm aller buyer without a substantial downpay­ 
ment or without prim e credit. Sm aller builders, unable to 
arrange financing com m itm ents a year or more ahead, are 
also hurt. 


The only way interest rates will com e down is for more 
people to put more savings in thrift institutions, thus in­ 
creasing the supply of m ortgage money, says Ross. 
A faint hope, as the nation’s inflationary fever burns on.

The California Public Utilities Com­ 
mission and General Telephone Company 
of California reach mutual agreement, 
relative to Federal income taxes and 
rate changes, with little difficulty. Now 
I have the doubtful privilege of not only 
paying 
an 
extra 
charge 
to 
assist 
GENTEL with their income taxes, but 
an additional rate change charge has also 
been added to my monthly bill. 
Discussion with a telephone employee 
indicates that the company has not yet 
seen fit to increase their employees 
wages by a sim ilar percentage sufficient 
to offset the employee’s personal income 
tax surcharge. A few cents per month 
to each customer is expected to be blind­ 
ly and blandly accepted and the tele­ 
phone interests collect additional thou­ 
sands of dollars in direct tax sub­ 
sidy paid for by apathetic customers. 
GEN*rE L ’s success with the PUC, cou­ 
pled with management’s confidence in 
continued apathy on the part of telephone 
users, makes these recent increases ec­ 
onomically profitable and politically se­ 
cure. 
For a start, 1 have had the second 
telephone at my residence removed. It 
is the only immediate action, although 
admittedly small, that I can personally 
take to counteract such gouging. Since the 
second telephone costs $1.15 per month, 
GENTEL will receive the 16 cents per 
month Federal surtax gouge at a loss 
of 99 cents per month in gross revenue. 
Multiply that revenue loss percentage by 
the number of multiple telephone instal­ 
lations and it becomes obvious that the 
customers could retaliate economically 
very effectively.

Puzzling population problem

WASHINGTON — In a curious atmos­ 
phere of unreality the Nixon adminis­ 
tration seems increasingly to be trying 
to cope with the problems not of the 
future nor even of the present, but with 
a past that is in itself irrelevant to the 
point of unreality. 
The White House and the State De­ 
partment are currently brewing up a 
police 
for Latin America which has 
been nonexistent in 
the first nine months 
of the Nixon dispen­ 
sation. Presumably, 
the new mixture will 
be grounded on the 
findings of Gov. Nel- 
s o n 
Rockefeller, 
whose unhappy m is­ 
sion to the Americas 
to the south genera­ 
ted violence and des­ 
truction in almost ev­ 
ery capital. 
What Rockefeller could have added to 
the voluminous reports of the diplomatic 
and 
aid 
missions 
the 
United States 
maintains throughout the hemisphere was 
never clear. For the simple truth is that 
there is one overwhelming reality and it 
is written in letters of fire across the 
southern sky — the population explosion. 
The figures for 1969 from the population 
reference bureau show Latin America 
with the highest net increase of any 
area in the world. 
This tidal wave of human fertility 
swamps the grandiose plans of the alli­ 
ance for progress. All that the Agency 
for International Development pours in is 
absorbed by new mouths to feed and the 
pressing demand for education and tech­ 
nical training that fall so far short of 
the need. 
Unless population planning on a vastly 
enlarged scale is central to a new policy 
for Latin America, it will be wasted 
money and effort. The old politics and the 
old diplomacy are as outmoded as the 
stagecoach. The takeover by a military 
junta, the rise of another dictatorship, 
a bloody revolution put down — these 
are symptoms of a deep underlying ma­ 
lady that will never be cured by mere- 
more transfusions of aid, whether in 
money or goods. 
Little Costa Rica holds the record 
with a net increase of 3.8 per cent, 
which means doubling the population in 
roughly 20 years. But the big countries 
of South America are not far behind. 
Colombia and Ecuador are each 3.4 and, 
given the nature of statistics in under­ 
developed areas, the actual figure is 
probably closer to 4. Brazil is 2.8; 
Chile, where population planning has at 
least had a 
start, 2.3; Paraguay 3.4; 
Peru 3.1. By comparison, in Western 
Europe where the rate of increase has 
been steadily dropping, Belgium is 0.1, 
West Germany 0.4, France 1, The Neth­ 
erlands 1.1. The rate of increase in the 
United States is 1 per cent. 
Throughout 
Latin America illegiti­ 
macy is steadily rising, as is the inci­ 
dence of illegal abortion. In desperately 
poor countries, such as Colombia, sep­ 
ticemia and other illnesses growing out of 
crude induced abortions absorb the pain­ 
fully small supply of penicillin and other 
therapeutics. The human misery that 
results is incalculable. It is one more 
penalty for the poverty in which most 
Latin Americans live. 
With half the population throughout 
most of the nations to the south under 
25 or even under 20, education and 
training are all but impossible, meas­ 
ured against the need. Crime and sub­ 
version are the end result, as more 
and more of the young find no place 
in organized society. Even a highly de- 
veloped nation with advanced technology 
would find it 
difficult to absorb the 
flood of youths in search of education 
and some means of livelihood. 
President Nixon, in his message to 
Congress in July on the population prob- 
lem, went further than any chief execu­ 
tive has gone to stress the urgent need 
for action at home and abroad if the 
shattering consequences of the people 
explosion are to be contained. He called 
for stepped-up efforts by all agencies 
concerned 
with aid 
and cooperation 
abroad. With rather more complacency 
than seems justified, the President said, 
“Already we are doing a great deal in 
this field.” Actually, only a small pro­ 
portion of aid funds goes into popula­ 


tion control. This must be rapidly ex­ 
panded, not only in Latin America but 
in Asia and Africa, if aid is to mean 
more than a temporary and a feeble bar­ 
rier to hold back the flood of poverty 
with its dire concomitants of hunger, 
instability and eventual breakdown. 
Whether 
aid 
could 
be made condi­ 
tional on expanding programs of popula­ 
tion control is a ticklish question. This 
gets into a national pride and religious 
and political prejudice. But it should 
not be impossible to find a way to re­ 
late the meance of the tidal wave of peo­ 
ple to the form that American assist­ 


ance takes. 
The pessimists can find many rea­ 
sons why population control will never 
work — inertia; prejudice; the inability, 
including lack of funds and trained per­ 
sonnel, 
to set up proper methods of 
birth control; and ignorance. These may 
defeat the best intentions and mock the 
direct warnings. But unless the enorm­ 
ous strides in death control are matched 
by population control the world by the 
year 2000 will founder with an estimated, 
seven and a half billion people.

A big lift 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Amid the persistent talk that Presi­ 
dent Nixon is shaping major domestic 
policies largely according to a “ south­ 
ern strategy,” some significant critical 
voices are heard saying this course will 
fail him in the long run. 
One leading public figure puts it like 
this: 
“ If he wants to make his scratches 
high on the wall (of history) he’s going 
to have to make some forward-looking 
moves that will not please the Strom 
Thurmonds of his party.” 
A top Democrat 
who thinks Nixon 
has a strong chance of winning re- 
election in 1972 nevertheless contends 
that he works within too narrow limits: 
“ Nixon is trying to run the country 
as if he were a senator or a congress­ 
man. 
He follows the trend of public 
opinion. That may put him in tune with 
the nation, but I doubt whether that is 
the way to be a good president.” 
The 
first-cited 
source says that even 
if there is an emerg­ 
ing conservative Re­ 
publican majority of 
the sort projected by 
Kevin 
Phillips, au­ 
thor and special as­ 
sistant to Attorney 
General 
John 
Mit­ 
chell, the President 
will not be allowed 
to play to it too heav­ 
ily. 
There is a small but articulate group 
t 


of people in the media, the academic 
world and elsewhere, this source adds, 
which will not let Nixon ignore in any 
substantial way what it regards as the 
crushing problems of the cities— the 
racial struggle, poverty, pollution, etc. 
This man says that the cities' finan­ 
cial plight today is so bad that their 
condition can only be described as hope­ 
less. They need massive infusions of 
money which must come from federal 
sources. 
In the view of this key figure, the ur­ 
ban problems described are not limited 
to the old, established centers which for 
decades, have been the principal bast­ 
ions of Democratic power. They also 
afflict the newer cities in the conserva­ 
tive southern and western zones which 
political analyst Phillips insists are the 
foundation places for a new Republican 
majority

USSR sets 
off nuclear 
explosion 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Soviet Un­ 
ion set off a big underground nuclear ex­ 
plosion today, estimated by U.S. moni­ 
tors at about one megaton. Swedish ses- 
mologists had estimated the blast’s force 
at five or more. 
The Atomic Energy Commission said it 
picked up signals from the Soviet test 
range at Novaya Zemlya, an island in 
the Arctic Ocean, indicating a blast of 
intermediate yield, or the equivalent of 
200,000 to one millions tons of TNT (one 
megaton}. 
The United States recently conducted 
an underground nuclear test of about one 
megaton in the Aleutian Islands off Alas­ 
ka. An AEC spokesman said today’s Rus­ 
sian test was believed to be smaller than 
ihat. 
Prof. Arne Bjerkhammar of the Stock­ 
holm University of Technology had said 
the explosion produced earth tremors of 
6.3 on the Richter scale, indicating a 
force of at least five megatons which 
would be the largest ever conducted un­ 
de rground. 
The AEC, however, said it had detec­ 
ted Soviet tests which were at least the 
equivalent of today's and possibly larg­ 
er. 
Bjerhammar speculated that today’s 
test might have something to do with 
the Russian space ships circling the 
globe. 
“ It might be that the Russians want 
their cosmonauts to try to detect the 
test and measure for example the infra­ 
red rays from the explosion,” Bjerham­ 
mar said. 
He said his scientists evaluated their 
recording based on figures received from 
U.S. underground tests. 
“ There are difficulties in making 
these comparisons but our evaluation is 
that todays test could range from 5 and 
to 10 megaton. A conservative estimate 
is 5” Bjerhammar said. 
Uppsala recorded similar tests in the 
same area Oct. 27, 1966, Oct. 21, 1967, 
Nov. 7, 1968. 
Around 10 smaller Russian tests in 
the Semipalatinsk testing ground and west 
of the Caspian Sea have also been re­ 
corded by Baath.

Lompoc Planning Commission, last 
night, approved a use permit for opera­ 
tion of an automotive transmission shop 
at 137 N. I St., on condition that the pro­ 
perty owner install a five-foot - wide 
sidewalk and do all the work indoors. 
Harley 
Craig, 
agent for 
M.S. 
Domingos, told the commission that he 
would have to discuss the conditions 
with his client. The sidewalk would be 
on the south side of Walnut Avenue 
fronting on the north side of Domingo's 
property. 


The commissioners noted that Dom­ 
ingos had the right to appeal the con­ 
ditions first to the planning commission 
and eventually to the city council. 
A request for a use permit to con­ 
duct an automotive transmission shop 
on the south east corner of the intersec­ 
tion of Walnut Avenue and I Street, or 
directly across the street from Domingos 
property, was withdrawn by applicant 
John W. Hellmuth. 
The commission approved a use per­ 
mit for Wes Shows to conduct a carnival 
on a portion of Lompoc Shopping Cen­ 
ter parking lot Friday, Saturday and 
Sunday.

adjustment of lot 
lines on South J 
Street to take a four foot-wide strip 
from the lot at 414 S. J St. and add 
it to 418 S. J St. Clinton Sherrod, city 
planning director explained that Mrs. 
Cecil Thompson, owner of the property 
at 418 wanted to construct a driveway 
and apparently needed the strip of land. 
Dr. James F. Halloway owns the other 
property. 
The commission ruled that a small 
animal clinic is a compatible use in 
the city’s convenience center zone with a 
use permit— a determination which had 
been requested by Dr s.

Soviet spaceships dock in orbit around earth 


Moscow (UPI) — The two Soviet space­ 
ships Soyuz 7 and Soyuz 8 today docked 
in orbit and are continuing their joint 
flight, informed space sources reported. 
A third spaceship Soyuz 6 was flying near­ 
by. 
Informed sources had predicted ear­ 
lier the two spacecraft would carry 
out docking maneuvers and that the third 
would perform experiments in space 
welding in hopes of eventual construc­ 
tion of a flying space station. 
The sources said Soyuz 6 was believed 
to have served as an orbital “ workshop” 
during the linkup maneuver. 
Tass news reports told only of the 


three crews’ practice in manual handl­ 
ing of the ships and various tests. One 
report said they were making joint ex­ 
periments in photography, map making 
and medicobiological research. 
Three spacecraft, Soyuz 6, 7 and 8, 
were launched during the weekend in what 
the Soviet’s “ chief disigner” said was to 
improve further spacecraft systems and 
methods of controlling them and com­ 
mand and measurement complexes. 
The Russians do not make public the 
name of the chief designer at their Baiko­ 
nur Cosmodrome in Central Asia but al­ 
ways refer to him by his title. A Tass 
report from Baikonur quoted him as say- 


ing, “ It is a much more complex thing 
to pilot three ships than one or two 
and this required preliminary organiza­ 
tional work and training ’’ The chief de­ 
signer said the second task of the group 
flight is to find out new potentialities 
of the ships of the Soyuz series and to 
test hum an potentialities in piloting them. 
The Tass report on the Soyuz’ activit­ 
ies today made no mention of plans to 
linkup but said Lt. Col. Vladimir Shat- 
alov, the commander of the three-ship 
formation,” 
performed a number of 
maneuvers with the use of manual con­ 
trol.” 
Before the flights are ended Soyuz 7 


and 8 are expected to link up in space 
while Soyuz 6 is expected to carry out 
welding experiments. 
Engineer Alexander Tumanov, in an 
article in the magazine Rural Life, 
described “ cold welding” processes in 
which certain metals, when placed in a 
weightless vacuum, form solid bonds 
without heat. He cited the example of 
the UJS. Gemini 4 on which a hatch 
jammed because of “ cold welding” . 
Tass said 
Shatalov put 
his 
men 
through brief physical exams this morn­ 
ing and then conducted a session of warm­ 
up exercises. 
“ Shatalov reported that after the night 


rest, the cosmonauts are felling fine ” 
Tass said. 


“ The cosmonauts started fulfilling the 
program of the regular day of the flight” 
Their mission is a series of exper­ 
iments, possibly involving space walk­ 
ing, to iron out the problems facing 
man in establishing an earth orbiting 
space platform in building a stairway 
into space.

45 orbits, the two-man Soyuz 7 had done 
29 and the two-man Soyuz 8 had finish- 
ed 13 following its launching Monday. 
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Peaceful protest predicted 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - California law 
enforcement agencies today predicted 
peace in the cities as thousands of 
demonstrators geared for Wednesday’s 
anti-Vietnam war moratorium. 
“ It looks peaceful,” said Herbert F. 
Ellingwood, Gov. Ronald Reagan's legal 
affairs secretary. “ There’s no reason to 
believe there will be any violence of any 
kind.” 
Demonstrators have planned marches 
and speeches at the capitol and in other 
major cities Wednesday in opposition 
to the war. 
An around-the-clock two-day vigil be­ 
gan in front of Reagan’s home at mid­ 
night Monday night, but at 2 a.m. Tues­ 
day was moved to the front steps of the 
Capitol Building to avoid the congrega­ 


tion of crowds in the residential area. 
It began with the four student body pres­ 
idents of Sacramento area colleges hold­ 
ing American, California and peace flags 
and reading a list of the California war 
dead. Other students took their place 
later and about 10 persons stayed all 
night. 
The student presidents included Steve 
Whitmore of Sacramento State College, 
Dave Hubin of the University of Cali­ 
fornia at Davis, Alan Peterson of Sacra­ 
mento City College and Paul Logan of 
American River College. 
A statement by the group said they 
began in front of the governor’s home 
because “ Reagan represents some mem­ 
bers of an older generation that lias ob­ 
tained wealth and comfort, and are able 


to sleep soundly while young people 
work to end killing.” 
In a response to criticism by Reagan 
of the moratorium, Sacramento coordin­ 
ator Don Juhl said, “ The American 
soldiers who are dying in Vietnam are 
our peers, our brothers. We want the 
dying and the killing to stop now ” 


“ I don’t care how sincere they are in 
their motives, they are lending aid to the 
enemy and that enemy is killing young 
Americans,” Reagan said. “ Theyshould 
be ashamed of themselves.” 


'I he governor called the moratorium 
“ ill advised,” and said the enemy knows 
“ the only way he can win is here in 
the streets of American and not in Viet­ 
nam.” 
Bishops attack supreme power of Pope 


VATICAN CITY (UPI) - A Vatican 
document stressing the supreme power 
of the Pope over that of Roman Catholic 
bishops came under heavy attack today 
in the worldwide Synod of Bishops. 
One cardinal warned that unless Pope 
Paul VI agrees to consult bishops in 
future “ on serious issues” before the 
church, he will be faced with the same 
uproar that greeted his 1968 encyclical 
against artificial birth control. 
The statement was mads by Indone­ 
sian Cardinal Justinus Darmojuwono, a 
leader of liberal forces in the church. 
“ The supreme Pont iff certainly should 
ask logically for the counsel of his breth- 


ern in the episcopate,” he said. “ If 
not, then I fear he will experience the 
same thing as followed Humanae Vitae 
(the birth control encyclical).” 


“ Many bishops do not adhere to this 
doctrine although they do not manifest 
it publicly,” Darmojuwono said. 


Pope Paul sat in the synod hall lis­ 
tening to a series of attacks on the Vat. 
ican concept of papal power that was 
contained in the agenda for the synod, 
called by him to define how he should 
share authority with bishops. 
Belgian Cardinal Leo J. Suenens, gen- 


erally 
considered the 
chief spokes­ 
man for Catholic liberals, led the at­ 
tack. 
He said many persons in the church 
would like for the 
papacy to resemble 
the absolute monarchies that existed be­ 
fore the French Revolution. 


Referring to the Pope as the suc­ 
cessor to the Apostle Peter, he said 
Bishops are not only under Peter, but 
exercise power with Peter. 


The Vatican agenda, he said, insists 
too much on the primacy of the Roman 
Pontiff to the extent that it sees bishops 
only as his assistants. 


Nixon still 
behind 
judge 


WASHINGTON (UPI)— PresidentNix- 
on is “ firmly and unequivocably deter­ 
mined” to go forward with his nomina­ 
tion of Judge Clement F. Haynsworth Jr. 
to the Supreme Court, Republican con­ 
gressional leaders said today. 
The President’s latest reaffirmation 
of faith in the choice of the 56-year 
old South Carolinian was reported by 
the leaders after their weekly break­ 
fast conference with Nixon at the White 
House. 
Senate GOP 
Leader Hugh Scott of 
Pennsylvania predicted that Haynsworth 
will be confirmed by the Senate. But 
although he has indicated he will vote 
for confirmation, Scott declined today 
to say flatly that he will do so. 
The Justice Department has denied 
a charge by Sen. 
Birth E. Bayh, D- 
Ind., that it was withholding records 
Bayh sought in his study of Haynsworth 
stock holdings. 
Bayh made the allegations Monday, 
saying, “ 1 still do not have to buy 
and sell records. They are apparently 
sequested down In the Department of Jus­ 
tice.” He threatened to use the sub- 
peona powers of the Judiciary Committee 
to obtain the records. 
The Justice Department, in a state­ 
ment authorized by Attorney General 
John N. Mitchell, said it had complied 
fully with all requests made by the com­ 
mittee foe, records in its possession 
relating to the Haynsworth case. 
Bayh lias been one of the leaders of 
forces opposing the nomination of the 
South Carolina jurist. He has been study­ 
ing Haynsworth’s financial records to 
check them against the judge’s decisions 
in lower court cases.

NEW YORK — The New York Mets 
took the lead in the World Series with a 
5-0 victory over the Baltimore Orioles 
here today. 
The victory gives the Mets a 3-1 
edge in the series against the highly 
favored Orioles. 


Lompoc schools 


get windfall' 


The school district has 
received a 
$44,000 windfall from the federal govern­ 
ment and other sums that will make it 
unnecessary to borrow money this month 
to pay current bills, a school official 
said today. 
Assistant Business Manager Joe Car­ 
lin told the Record that the “ windfall” 
was the final payment for 1968-69 under 
Federal Public Law 874entitlement. The 
other sums were for a variety of pur­ 
poses including reimbursement for con­ 
struction projects already paid by the dis­ 
trict. 
Carlin said he would recommend at a 
meeting today that the school board not 
borrow $600,000 from a bank as origin­ 
ally planned to meet payroll expenses. 
He said he thought the school district 
could navigate financially on its own un­ 
til regular tax revenues start coming in 
in December.

P.L. 874 monies for the 1969-70 fiscal 
year. It has been touch and go whether 
the law would be funded 100 per cent or 
suffer the deletion of sums previously 
received for military or defense connec­ 
ted students who live off-base.

Millions of Americans on campuses 
and in cities across the nation will 
take part in Wednesday’s moratorium 
on the Vietnam War, despite—or because 
of— President Nixon’s reiteration that 
he will not be moved by it. 
“ There is nothing new we can learn 
from the demonstrations,” Nixon said 
Monday in a letter to a college student. 
He said the government*s*policles reflect 
“ our own best judgment” and how to 
achieve peace. 
Burgeoning plans for the nationwide 
moratorium indicated that many want 
to show the President their convictions 
matched his. Meanwhile, the clash of 
words grew louder as moratorium day 
neared, especially in Congress. 
“ Who’s side are you on?” Senate 
Republican Leader Hugh Scott asked 
supporters of the moratorium Monday— 
from the floor of the Senate. 


In the House, Rep. Wayne L. Hays, 
D-Ohio, 
attacked 
congressman 
sup­ 
porting 
the 
moratorium 
as 
“ self- 
appointed emissaries of Hanoi.” He 
said he might cancel his trip to Brussels 
as head of th House delegation to a 
NATO conference to break up an all- 
night House session on the Vietnam 
War. 
Whitney M. Young, Jr., head of the 
National Urban 
League, 
and former 
Vietnam 
peace 
negotiator 
Averell 
Harriman, indicated they supported the 
moratorium. 
Gov. Ronald Reagan of California said 
he didn’t and said those who participat­ 
ed “ shall be ashamed of themselves” 
for “ lending aid to the enemy.” 
But it appeared that parades by day 
and night, 
prayer sessions, campus 
rallys with students and professors, and 
readings of the names of Americans 
killed in Vietnam would take place ac­ 
ross the nation. 
Some demonstrations already had be­ 
gun. In Ames, Iowa, about 100 clergy­ 
men, Iowa State University faculty mem­ 
bers and students were reading the 
names of the 38,887 Americans killed 
in Vietnam through Oct. 4 to “ suggest 
the price America is paying for waging 
a senseless war.”

WASHINGTON

Senate Finance Committee has 
decided to eliminate from the 
tax laws the unlimited charita­ 
ble deduction which has had 
the effect of letting a wealthy 
taxpayer decide whether to give 
his taxes to charity or the 
government. 
When used in company with 
other 
tax 
preferences, 
the 
unlimited deduction could be 
employed actually to make it 
profitable to give to charity. 
This is true when the taxpay­ 
e r ’s 
charitable contributions 
reduce his taxes by a sum 
larger than his contributions. 
Acting on the House-passed 
tax 
reform bill, the Senate 
committee 
tentatively 
voted 
Monday to approve a 50 per 
cent maximum on what can be 
deducted from 
“ taxable” in­ 
come by virtue of a gift 
“Taxable” 
income 
is the 
portion o? a taxpayer’s income 
that is not sheltered from taxes 
through investment in property 
subject to capital gains taxes, 
through use of the oil depletion 
allowance, through investment 
in 
tax-exempt 
bonds 
and 


through other devices. 
The 
present maximum on 
charitable deductions is 30 per 
cent. 
But 
an 
exception-of 
importance to persons of great 
wealth—makes 
the 
maximum 
unlimited if in eight of the 10 
preceding years the total of a 
person’s 
charitable contribu­ 
tions plus his income taxes paid 
exceeded 90 per cent of his 
taxable 
income. 
For 
such 
persons, 
taxable 
income 
is 
usually only a fraction of gross 
income. 
The Senate committee said 
the unlimited deduction “ has 
permitted a number of high- 
income persons to pay little or 
no tax on their income.” 
A Treasury study of 1964 tax 
returns of four persons with 
incomes 
ranging 
from 
S5 
million to $10 million showed 
they had paid no income taxes 
by virtue of gifts to charity that 
equalled what would have been 
owed on their taxable income in 
gaxes. 
These taxpayers thus, had 
the choice between a gift to 
charity — frequently a founda­ 
tion bearing their name—or a 
payment to the government.

chine guns. 
Military spokesmen said the 
gunboat fled after the Chung­

So, Coca-Cola unveiled a new 
sign, a new song and a new 
theme. The occasion was a 
convention attended Monday by 
5,000 bottlers. 
Coca-Cola, which claims to 
peddle an average 100 million 
bottles of its product daily in 
136 countries, did not explain 
exactly what the new slogan 
means. 
The closest thing to elucida­ 
tion came from Ira C. Herbert, 
vice 
president 
and 
brand 
manager for Coca-Cola, who 
said: 
“ Aimed at positioning Coke in 


the youth-of-today market, the 
new 
campaign 
responds 
to 
research 
which

that 
these young people seek the 
real, 
the 
original 
and 
the 
natural as 
an escape from 
phoniness." 
Herbert did not say whether 
the new slogan-“ the real thing 
—Coke’’—means that Coke is 
more real than its competitors, 
or that heretofore it has been 
unreal.

quarter. 
Miss 
Davis, 
25, a black 
militant and admitted member 
of the Communist Party, was 
given notice of dismissal by the 
California Board of Regents 
because of her politics. The 
dismissal is being appealed. 
I he U.S. Solicitor General 
filed

in 
the 
case 
contending 
that 
Kalish was 
simply “ attempting to obtain a 
judicial inquiry into the proprie­ 
ty of the American involvement 
in Vietnam." It said the suit, 
“ nominally for a tax refund, is 
in substance, a challenge to a 
federal expenditure 
of taxes 
collected."

Student Revolt: Fascism Path?

NEW YORK (NEA) 
Many Am erican draft evaders and deserters who have 
taken refuge in Europe now find them selves lonely kids in 
an alien world, their only solace the monthly checks they 
receive from their parents in the United States. 


Once they were heroes of the French leftists because 
they had revolted against the w ar in Vietnam. The change 
began when Moscow signaled that Red China, not the 
United States, is now Red enemy No. 1. Vietnam no longer 
was the glam or issue. 
During a recent visit to France I heard French students 
question American expatriates sharply about the motives 
behind cam pus violence in the United States. 
“ What do your students really w ant?” dem anded a young 
Frenchm an in a left bank cafe. 
“ Personal freedom ,” the Am erican proclaimed. “ We 
are fighting against a repressive dem ocratic establish­ 
m ent.” 
The Frenchm an shrugged. 


The Am erican, a m em ber of the m ilitant wing of the 
Students for a D em ocratic Society, castigated the United 
States as an “ overdeveloped and repressive country” with 
an “ uncontrollable bureaucracy” and universities that have 
m ade an “ accom m odation” with business and government. 
The Frenchm an, like m any Europeans interviewed by 
this w riter, did not agree, lie had visited Am erican uni­ 
versities and found them to be “ 100 years ahead” of the 
universities in France, Italy, G erm any and Britain. 
Students in France and elsew here in Europe are protest­ 
ing against an archaic educational system that has not 
changed much since the Middle Ages, he said. They revolt 
against physical conditions that would not be tolerated in 
the United States even by die-hard conservatives. 
For instance, there are still m any classroom s in France 
in which less than a third of the enrolled students can be 
seated and biology laboratories in which there is one 


microscope for 20 students. 
Nor is there much contact 
between professors and students. 
Conditions of this sort, young Europeans feel, have 
nothing to do with the grievances of A m erican students 
To be sure, even critics of the “ irrational destructive­ 
ness” of the SDS were of the view that some of the prob­ 
lems which the Am erican m ilitant student m inority reflects 
are genuine. 
Most believed that the Negroes especially 
have just grievances and that their revolt is not merely 
a “ conflict of generations” but part of a wider movement 
for social em ancipation 
But w hatever sym pathy Europeans have for the griev­ 
ances and idealism of the American students, black and 
white, they have none for their “ irrational a c ts” and 
irresponsible tactics. 
Many who still rem em ber H itler’s rise to power and the 
ravages of World War II are disturbed by the parallel 
between the SDS and the fascist youth movement that 
mushroom ed in Europe in the 1930s. 
The declared aim of the Nazi student associations also 
was to destroy dem ocratic institutions as relics of the past 
They prom ised to “ purge the university of the influence ot 
capitalism .” 
They were the First to raise the slogan 
“ Student Pow er.” 
A Sorbonne sociology professor recalled that Mussolini. 
Hitler and Lenin glorified “ violence that liberates.” 
“ Is there much difference between what the fascists 
advocated and what H erbert M arcuse is preaching today?” 
asked the Sorbonne professor. (He referred to the San 
Diego University professor who has become the self- 
proclaim ed apostle of student violence.) 
Another em inent European, Professor Max Beloff of 
Oxford, w arned that the universi' s J re the trustees of 
civilization. “ If they fail to guard their treasures against 
the challenge of fascist barbarians they will be as culpable 
before history as are the men of good will who sold the 
past to Hitler and M ussolini.” he said.

One reason, according to 
M ichalski, for the relative 
peace Case has enjoyed to 
date is the "excellent com ­ 
m unications” a m o n g his 
force, the CWR adm inistra­ 
tion and the student body. 
“ The adm inistration and the 
students have been able to 
sit down and talk over prob­ 
lems. 
When a decision is 
reached, I am informed of 
it and I pass this inform a­ 
tion on to my men. 


“ As a 
law 
enforcem ent 
officer, 1 don’t always agree 
with 
the 
adm inistration’s 


decisions, but you have to 
look at the end results. We 
have had no violence as yet 
on cam pus. 
“ Another factor is that my 
officers have an extrem ely 
good relationship w i t h 98 
per cent of the student body, 
i n c l u d i n g most of the 
SDSers. 
We have a young 
force—not one of the men 
is over 40. 
The students 
know us and they accept us. 
In fact, they have insisted 
that no other law enforce­ 
ment agency be brought in 
in case of real trouble.” 
Michalski adm its that his 
force p r o b a b l y couldn’t 
handle a real outbreak and 
that he would call for help 
if a situation got out of con­ 
trol “ I’ll go along with the 
students up to a point,” he 
says, 
“ but 
if big trouble 
starts, well, the decision to 
call in outside help has been 
left up to m e.”

Mussel poisoning said 
great hazard at present 


State Public Health Direct­ 
or Louis F. Saylor emphasized 
today that ” R” months are not 
always safe for eating mussles, 
clams, and even oysters har­ 
vested from California’s coas­ 
tal waters. By law, a quaran­ 
tine on mussels is effective 
from May 1 to Oct. 31, he said. 
“ Two episodes of poisoning 
by mussels have been reported 
during the past 10 days, involv­ 
ing a total of 15 persons,” Dr. 
Saylor said. 
“ Fortunately, all are out of 
danger following prompt medi­ 
cal treatment although an eld­ 
erly man was in critical condi­ 
tion for several days. 1 cannot 
emphasize too strongly the dan­ 
ger of using folk methods to 
detect the toxic found in mussels 
during the quarantine period.” 
Dr. Sylor said 12 Livermore 
Valley 
residents 
gathered 
mussels near Ft. Bragg recent­ 
ly testing a stew for poison 
with a silver coin. They were 
stricken several hours later 
and treated by Valley Memorial 
Hospital 
in 
Livermore. 
A 
Humboldt County family was 
sickened a week earlier after 
eating mussels taken from Shel­ 
ter Cove. 
Reports 
from 
the Pacific 
Marine Station at Dillon’s Beach 
indicate 
that 
the species of 
plankdon contained the poison 
increased markedly duringSep- 
tember. The toxin is found in 
mussels, dark parts of clams, 
and sometimes in oysters. It 
is estremely potent and highly 
resistant to heat and cold, Dr. 
Saylor said. Neither cooking nor 
freezing will destroy the poi­ 
son, he warned. 
Surveillance 
activities for 
shellfish toxic have increased

existing operations. It appears 
there will be an attempt to raise 
this authorization to over $1 
billion. 


Teague asserted that while it 
might be politically popular to 
vote for the larger sums for 
both the anti-pollution and anti­ 
malnutrition programs, he sees 
no merit in voting for larger 
sums than can be effectively 
utilized. He stated further that

The long, drawn-out controversy over the appointment of 
.Judge Clement F. Haynsworth ot South Carolina as asso­ 
ciate justice of the Supreme Court has been not only an 


01 deal for the man himself and an embarrassment to the 
President but. like the Fortas case, has done nothing to re­ 
assure the public about the ethical condition of the nation's 
judiciary. 
There is much to be said in favor of an appointee system 
of selecting judges, on all government levels, as well as in 
favor of a popular vote system. There is, alsp, much that 
can be said against both methods. 
Many feel that it is undignified as well as time- and 
energy-wasting lor a judge to have to run for office, to 
have to ask for financial contributions and to curry ¡loliti- 
cal favor It is democracy carried to an extreme. Popu­ 
larity is no guarantee of competence. 
On the other hand, the people must have some way of 
exercising recall power over these very essential function­ 
aries of society. 
A new merit system proposed as a constitutional amend­ 
ment for the state of Ohio seems to combine the best of

both methods while obviating some of their drawbacks. 
Under the Ohio plan, the governor would establish a 
statewide nominating commission, which would select can­ 
didates for judicial offices. The governor would fill court 
vacancies from this list of candidates. But a judge ap­ 
pointed in this way would serve only one term and wou d 
then run, unopposed, for re-election on his record. 
If the voters rejected him. the governor again would fill 
the vacancy with another appointee. Otherwise, a judge 
would serve as long as he won the periodic approval of the 
electorate or until he resigned or retired. 
Speaking in .support of the Ohio plan recently, former 
I S. .Attorney General Herbert Brownell said he was in 
favor of a merit system for both federal and state courts. 
It was while Brownell headed the Justice Department dur­ 
ing the Fisenhower administration that Judge Haynsworth 
was appointed to his first federal judgeship. 
At that time, screening of prospective judges did not in­ 
clude an investigation of their finances. ‘Tt was so rare 
lor a judge to have money.” says Brownell. 
How times have changed. 


Water hearing 


When California’s top water quality 
officials gather in Santa Barbara Wed­ 
nesday and Thursday (Oct. 15 and 16) 
for a thorough briefing session on the 
Porter-Cologne Water Quality Control 
Act they will be reviewing what is con­ 
sidered by many as the nation’s tough­ 
est water protection law. 
The act signed into law by Gov. 
Reagan last July becomes effective Jan. 
1, 1970, providing harsh civil fines of 
up to $6,000 a day for violation of 
cease and desist orders relative to 
waste discharge. 
It is perhaps appropriate that the 
State 
Water Resources Control Board 
called the conference in Santa Barbara. 
The Channel City and its environs 
have become a rallying point for con­ 
servationists, 
environmentalists and 
others concerned with protection of nat­ 
ural resources. Oil pollution of the Santa 
Barbara Channel has grabbed the head­ 
lines, iHit it must be admitted that quiet­ 
ly, year, by year, other pollutants have 
been poured into our coastal waters. No 
fewer tlian five ocean outfall sewage lines 
operate along the South Coast of the coun­ 
ty. 
Water quality as well as water pollu­ 
tion control will be stressed at the two- 
day session in the County Administration 
Building. 
The Santa Ynez River basin will be 
the focal point of a public hearing Fri­ 
day at the county building by the region­ 
al water quality control board. 
Suggestions to ban water softeners 
in the Lompoc area as a contributor 
to deterioration of the subsoil areas’ 
water resources understandably has ar­ 
oused considerable comment. 
Deterioration of the Lake Cachuma 
water which South Coast communities 
and some Santa Ynez Valley commun­ 
ities de[>end is also a subject of con­ 
cern. 
It is understandable that Santa Ynez 
River basin district officials are call­ 
ing for delays in implementing proposed 
new programs to insure better water 


quality. More time is needed to study 
the program and work out plans for 
what expensive remedial actions will be 
necessary in the various localities. 
State 
board 
chairman Kerry 
W. 
Mulligan will preside at the briefing 
session Wednesday and the state board 
meeting Thursday in the supervisor’s 
hearing room of the county building. 
Mulligan will stress that the new law 
contains a provision that is a major 
departure from most existing water qual­ 
ity legislation. It insures that the waters 
will be protected for the “ many benefic­ 
ial uses made of them including aes­ 
thetic enjoyment.’’ The beneficial uses 
include “ preservation and enchantment 
of fish, wildlife and other equatic resour­ 
ces of preserves,’’ as well as the con- 


sideration of aesthetics which covers a 
broad field. 
The briefing session Wednesday opens 
at 9 a.m. The state board meeting begins 
at 1:30 p.m. Thursday. 
Friday’s public hearingby the regional 
board on the proposed water quality 
management program gets underway at 
11 a.m. 


County supervisors and other officials 
from the various county and municipal 
water agencies are expected to attend 
the hearing and the briefing. 
Sitting in on the in-depth briefing will 
be members of the state board and its 
advisory committee and members of the 
nine 
regional 
water quality control 
boards.

'PSST! HOW DO I JOIN?'

The news that the Office and Profes­ 
sional Employees Union is out to union­ 
ize Las Vegas’5,000 casino dealers must 
set the legendary Nicholas Andrea Dán­ 
dolas — “ Nick the Greek’’ — revolving 
in his free - enterprise grave. Some­ 
how, this doesn’t seem to go with him. 
Gambling is the biggest single indus­ 
try in the world. Nothing else is even a 
close 
second. Ac­ 
cording to the dis­ 
gruntled Bureau 
of 
Internal Revenue, the 
American 
people 
alone supply an esti­ 
mated $100 billion or 
more a year on the 
line in one form of 
gambling or another. 
And the late Nick the 
Greek, a man of many 
parts, was the big­ 
gest gambler wlio ever hit the biggest 
gambling place of all — Las Vegas, Ne­ 
vada. 
Damon Runyon has a gambler called 
The Sky tell Nathan Detroit: “ Before I 
left home, my old Daddy told me that 
one day I'd meet a man who would show 
me a brand-new deck of cards and of­ 
fer to bet that the Jack of clubs would 
jump out and squirt cider in my ear. 
‘When you meet that man,’ my Daddy 
said, ‘you do not bet with him! For 
as sure as you do . . . boy, you are 
going to wind up with an ear full of 
cider.’ ’’ 
Soft-spoken, generous Nick the Greek, 
a diamond in the rough but a thorough 
gentleman, loved to repeat this Runyon 
homily that he had learned the hard way. 
Nick's back and his character were 
as straight as a gun barrel. He hated 
with a passion all crooks and cheaters 
of any kind. He could groan very philo­ 
sophical on this point and once said to 
me: “ When somebody cheats you it affects 
your evaluation of all other people —and 
to some degree of yourself. With every 
justifiable disappointment in another per­ 
son we all die a little, shrivel a little 
ourselves.’’ 
Then in another moment Nick would 
chuckle at the episode his old friend 
W.C. Fields port rayed in which CO median 
Fields cunningly sells a ‘talking dog’ to 
a sucker at a carnival. After the sale 
the buyer made a remark to which Fields 
took instant objection and the dog him­ 
self happily said in a hurt voice that 
he’d never speak again. “ He mans it, 
too,” prophesies ventriloquist Fields as 
he leaves. 
Gambling was not merely Nick’s liveli­ 
hood or even his source of suspense and 
excitement. It was totally and complete­ 
ly his entire life. His word was as good 
as gold, and his credit unlimited, al­ 
though in Las Vegas and around the world 
some large casinos refused to let Nick 
play. They wouldn’t take the chance that 
in the way that he backed his luck he 
would break them. 
Nick always put a predetermined limit 
on his losses but no limit of any kind 
on his gains — exactly the reverse of 
the casinos’ usual customers He put the 
label, “ chasing your money down the 
drain” ~ the habit of increasing your 
bets when losing — to other gamblers’ 
methods. But as soon as Nick was win­ 
ning he would Increase his bets again. 
“ A gambler may get touched with 
luck,” said Nick, “ and know any card 
he turns will be an ace. But that’s just 
part of it. The good gambler lets the luck 
quit him. He never quits his luck. This 
is what the good Chinese gamblers do, 
and they are the best gamblers in the 
world.” Many casino owners, knowing 
Nick, shuddered. 
“ There is no law of averages,” Nick 
would tell you. “ There is only the sci­ 
ence of probabilities. The error is one 
of semantics.” He preached the gospel 
that no matter how good a roulette sys­ 
tem may look on papex or in the begin­ 
ning, it has absolutely no chance to 
succeed in the end. 
“ Time and the house percentage takes 
care of the ‘system’ playeia,” lie al­ 
ways replied when such dreamers con­ 
fronted him. 
Nick claimed that a gambler’s stock 
in trade is to think clearly under stress. 
” Pers(Mial control is what marks the 
consistent winner, if there is any such 
animal,” he insisted. 
Nick the Greek died on Dec. 25, 1966. 
Moralists may well question this fas­ 
cinating man’s contrilHition to society. 


But there was in him character,, genero­ 
sity, utter honesty, courage and the gift 
of kindness — and since when should the

Service station dilemma 


Some weeks ago there was an abor­ 
tive attempt at the city council level to 
impose at least a temporary moratorium 
on the construction of new service sta­ 
tions in the city. 
Councilman Rich­ 
ard Jacoby raised the 
issue, but it never 
came 
to a vote be­ 
cause it would have 
taken the approval of 
all four councilmen 
who 
were 
present 
that night and there 
were indications that 
not all the city fath­ 
ers favored the idea. 
I haven’t talked with Jacoby, but it 
would appear that his intent was to 
call a temixjrary halt to the advent 
of new service stations pending a feasi­ 
bility study. 
The issue had been spurred by the 
imminent acquisition of land on the north­ 
east corner of Ocean Avenue and H 
Street for a Mobil service station. 
Mobil and Security Pacific Bank, own­ 
er of the property, concluded the trans­ 
action and the station is under construc­ 
tion. 
I doubt that the issue has ever been 
adequately discussed publicly. In other 
words the temper and the climate of pub­ 
lic opinion has never been tapped. It 
could be that most people would not 
care one way or the other on the issue. 
At least one councilman, however, in­ 
dicated to this reporter that he would 
be opposed to any restraint on such 
things as service station construction 
providing there was no overriding mat­ 
ter of public safety Involved. 
Tlie councilman. Art Scott said the 
corner at Ocean Avenue and HStreet had 
lain idle for so long that it was good to 
see some commercial use proposed. 
That was his feeling some weeks ago, 
Scott is a firm believer in the free 
enterprise system and as a business­ 
man is accustomed to the give and take 
of the market place. He is also, how­ 
ever, a highly conscientious city offi­ 
cial with his finger on the pulse and 
flow of development or the lack of it. 
There was some thought at the time 
Mobil was acting that someone, pre­ 
sumably the Record should have alerted 
the public to the threat posed by another 
service station, especially at the historic 
center of Lomi>oc. Here are the facts: 
Late in 1967 the Record ran a front 
page story detailing the permitted uses 
in proposals for reconstitutinsr thecitv’s 
C-2-R zone. Service stations were iden­ 
tified as a use which was proposed for 
the zone as a matter of right. Despite 
the heavy coverage of the subject, there 
were few persons at the public hearings 
at tlie planning commission level. The 
proposed changes then went on to the 
city council and early in 1968 the new 
zone and the uses to be permitted were 
passed into law. 
In all this time and through all these 
meetings and despite front page cover­ 
age of the subject, there were only min­ 
or changes profwsed in the zoning docu­ 
ment. 
It 
has taken 
two years for any 
real feeling on the subject to develop. 
Tliere 
are 
presently 
35 
service 
stations in the city and four more are 
in some stages of planning or construc­ 
tion, There have also been rumors that 
several more are contemplated. 
Service station were permitted as a 
matter of right until 1964. In April 
1964 the city adopted Ordinance 706 
which required use permits for the con­ 
struction of new service stations in the 
Central Business District. The district 
had C-2-R zoning. 
At about that time there was pres­ 
sure for extending the zone to serve 
as a blanket zone along Ocean Avenue 
and up and down H Street — in other 
words a utility zone to cover all the 
commercial development on the city’s 
two main tliorouglifares. 


With the proposal came the decision 
to allow service stations as a matter of 
right. Service stations were already and 
still are permitted as a matter of right 
in the Highway Commercial zone (or 
HC as it is referredto>;andtheCM com­ 
mercial zone. Stations are permitted 
in CC or convenience center zones with 
a use permit. 
Some time ago, or shortly after the 
issue of Ocean Avenue and HStreet came 
to the fore, the planning commission 
recommended that oil companies should 
have to secure a use permit before 
building a new station in the C-2-R zone. 
The requirement would in the opinion of 
the commission add new safeguards and 
thus perhaps keep a firmer hand on such 
developments. 
Thus far the council has yet to act 
on the recommendation. 
The city council has the legal pow­ 
er to halt at least temporarily the con­ 
struction of new service stations where 
an oil company has not yet officially 
put the city on notice that a station is 
contemplated at a particular site. 
It would be in the interest of the 
city, in the opinion of this reporter 
to begin an immediate study of the 
whole issue. There must come a time 
when the unrestricted right of oil com­ 
panies to build new stations could make a 
gasoline alley out of Ocean Avenue and H 
Street. 
9 he recent high court decision in the 
City of Monterey case clearly gives a 
city the right to scan its municipal 
posture and decide whether in its opin­ 
ion more service stations are desirable. 
It also seems possible that the city 
might want to invoke the historic right 
to decide that particular areas are of 
special interest to the continuity of the 
city’s historic image. 
One way or the other the councilmen 
must taj) their own official feelings and 
certainly the political temper of the 
city.
